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The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  been  industriously  pursuing  its 
work  during  the  past  year  in  aiding  the  poor  of  Dorchester,  so  far  as 
its  limited  funds  permit.  We  are  now  called  upon  to  face  problems 
of  a  large  city  ward,  which  is  difficult  for  our  citizens  to  comprehend, 
judging  from  the  scanty  response  received  from  our  frequent 
solicitations. 

Various  means  have  been  employed  to  make  known  the  aims 
and  lack  of  funds  of  this  society,  such  as  sending  of  appeals  to  many 
hundred  of  our  citizens  and  clergymen  of  the  district  to  put  the  cause 
before  their  congregation. 

Several  opportunities  have  been  given  the  agent  to  address 
gatherings  of  women  in  the  churches.  All  has  been  helpful  but  in  a 
very  inadequate  degree  and  the  problem  of  how  to  interest  persons  in 
their  less  fortunate  neighbors  still  remains  unsolved  in  Dorchester. 
Many  families  needing  relief  are  referred  by  the  Dorchester  Confer¬ 
ence  of  Associated  Charities,  the  Dorchester  Free  Dispensary  and  the 
District  Nurse.  The  last  two  agencies  being  under  the  auspices  of 
this  Society. 

The  Free  Dispensary  however  has  its  own  governing  board, 
and.  regular  staff  of  physicians.  The  great  value  of  the  Dispensary 
will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  one  of  the  physicians. 

The  Agent  of  the  Relief  Society  has  faithfully  investigated  the 
four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  patients  applying  to  the  Dispensary,  in 
order  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  abuse  of  free  medical  attention. 
It  is  encouraging  to  report  but  thirty -four  were  found  who  could  afford 
to  pay  the  physician’s  fee,  and  thirty  who  could  pay  one-half  of  the 
fee;  this  forcibly  demonstrates  the  need  of  a  Free  Dispensary  in  our 
midst.  Great  emphasis  has  been  placed  of  late  upon  the  importance 
of  social  work  in  connection  with  hospitals  and  dispensaries  and  the 
great  necessity  of  proper  conditions  in  carrying  out  the  medical  advice 
given  at  these  institutions,  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results.  The 
Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  this 
direction.  The  sending  of  patients  who  need  rest  and  change  from 
their  squalid  surroundings,  or  special  hospital  care,  to  the  institutions 
opened  to  them,  has  been  accomplished. 
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Persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  have  been  supplied  with  milk 
and  eggs  and  provided  with  warm  clothing  so  much  needed  while 
undergoing  the  open  air  treatment. 

The  District  Nurse  continued  her  untiring  efforts  visiting  families 
where  her  knowledge  of  the  care  of  the  sick  is  much  appreciated  and 
in  many  cases  a  small  sum  is  paid,  at  times  only  covering  her  car¬ 
fare,  which  expresses  the  gratitude  of  her  patients.  Her  services 
have  been  especially  valuable  in  cases  in  care  of  the  Dispensary 
physicians  the  nurse  being  always  in  attendance  during  clinics. 

The  work  of  the  nurse  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  accom¬ 
modation  and  kindly  interest  extended  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Billings,  who 
cordially  allows  his  pharmacy  at  Field’s  Corner  to  be  used  as  her 
headquarters. 

The  generous  contributions  of  fruit,  vegetables,  and  delicacies  for 
the  sick,  which  have  been  donated  by  children  in  five  of  the  public 
schools  have  supplied  thirty-five  families  at  Thanksgiving,  twenty  at 
Christmas,  and  at  Easter  twelve  old  and  sick  persons  were 
remembered. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  car  tickets  and  ten  boat  tickets  have  been 
distributed  and  these  excursions  have  been  much  enjoyed. 

Magazines  have  been  sent  to  the  shut-ins  and  invalids  in  our  care. 

The  co-operation  with  churches  and  alms-giving  societies  has 
greatly  increased  during  the  past  year,  regular  pensions  having  been 
secured,  in  several  instances  for  old  persons  who  formerly  had  some 
slight  affiliation  with  other  localities,  outside  of  Dorchester.  Eighty- 
six  families  have  been  aided,  forty-five  of  these  by  request  of  the 
Associated  Charities. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Robert  T.  Swan  leaves  a  vacancy  on  the 
Executive  Board,  which  will  be  deeply  felt.  Although  Mr.  Swan  had 
been  unable  to  attend  our  meetings  the  past  few  years,  his  interest  in 
the  work  never  ceased,  and  he  was  among  the  first  to  do  system¬ 
atic  effective  work  among  the  poor  of  old  Dorchester  and  gave  most 
valuable  council  to  this  society  during  many  years. 

We  sincerely  thank  our  friends  who  have  contributed  money  and 
clothing,  old  linen  and  magazines,  and  beg  for  a  continuance  of  their 
interest  and  generosity. 

With  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  in  Dorchester,  no  chari¬ 
table  society  should  be  obliged  to  refuse  aid  where  it  is  deserved.

THE  DORCHESTER  DISTRICT  NURSE. 


The  work  of  the  District  Nurse  continues  and  results  show  the 
importance  of  such  a  service  in  our  tenement  districts  and  among  the 
families  and  in  the  homes  of  those  of  small  means. 

The  nurse  is  called  to  surgical  cases  as  well  as  medical,  both  acute 
and  chronic;  to  the  latter  bringing  great  relief  and  comfort  as  many  are 
almost  helpless,  others  very  old. 

In  the  Dispensary  she  assists  the  physician  during  the  mornings 
when  it  is  open,  three  times  each  week. 

The  following  is  a  partial  report  of  a  day’s  work: 

“8.30  A.M.  Reported  for  duty. 

Arranged  by  telephone  for  admission  of  patient  to  Convalescent 
Home,  Milton. 

Dispensary  hours,  9  to  about  11.30  A.M.  Two  dressings  of 
burns;  both  patients  sent  away  happy. 

11.45  A.M.  Began  visits. 

Attended  to  acute  case  needing  two  daily  visits. 

Gave  bath  to  bed  patient. 

Lunch  at  1  P.M. 

2  P.M.  New  call  to  obstetrical  case  at  Neponset.  Attended  to 
mother  and  baby.  These  mothers  are  especially  grateful  for  nursing. 

Tuberculosis  case.  Father  of  family  in  advanced  stage  of  disease; 
four  children;  the  mother  supporting  the  home  by  washing  and  clean- 
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ing.  Much  has  been  added  to  comfort  of  this  patient  by  articles  from 
our  Loan  Closet  and  these  are  very  much  appreciated. 

Case  of  gastritis — has  been  ill  several  weeks;  funds  nearly  gone; 
applied  to  Relief  Society  for  coal  also  took  bottle  Mellin’s  Food,  charged 
to  Medicine  Fund. 

We  have  an  average  of  about  twenty-two  patients  at  one  time.  ” 

Many  of  the  patients  are  glad  to  pay  something  for  help  received, 
ijideed  it  is  understood  that  what  can  be  given  is  expected  by  the 
Nurse  and  that  all  such  money  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Association. 

From  November,  1905  to  June,  1907  $263.40  has  been  received. 

$32.65  has  been  given  during  the  last  year  by  the  Relief  Society 
for  medicine  and  food  at  the  request  of  Nurse. 

The  good  cheer,  the  help  in  a  dozen  ways,  the  instruction  in  the 
simple  laws  of  hygiene,  the  general  uplift  that  comes  from  a  neatly 
uniformed  efficient  nurse  is  incalculable  and  the  well-favored  of  our 
citizens  able  to  command  care  and  skill  in  their  times  of  need  should 
support  this  humane  far-reaching  agency,  whereby  whole  neighbor¬ 
hoods  are  benefitted  in  a  higher  standard  of  health. 


THE  DORCHESTER  FREE  DISPENSARY. 


The  Dorchester  Free  Dispensary  has  now  been  in  operation  fif¬ 
teen  months  and  has  already  shown  the  necessity  for  its  existence  by 
the  progress  which  it  has  made.  It  is  well-housed  in  three  rooms  over 
Connolly  &  Davis’s  drug  store  at  Field’s  Corner.  These  three  rooms 
supply  \*ery  good  accommodation  for  present  needs — a  waiting-room, 
examining  room  and  operating  room. 

During  the  fifteen  months  there  have  been  429  patients  treated. 
Most  of  them  having  had  more  or  less  continued  treatment.  Of  the 
above  number  152  were  treated  in  the  first  half  of  the  time,  377  during 
the  last  half,  showing  the  rapid  increase  in  the  work.  Two-thirds  of 
the  number  have  been  children,  and  of  the  other  third  the  majority 
have  been  women. 

The  cases  treated  have  included  the  summer  enteric  disturbances 
of  children,  Indigestions  and  debilities,  Pelvic  troubles  of  females, 
Throat  and  Bronchial  Troubles,  Minor  surgery,  dependent  upon  acci¬ 
dents,  etc.,  and  infectious  skin  diseases.  There  have  been  about  75 
vaccinations  done.  There  have  been  some  diagnoses  made  of  com¬ 
mencing  acute  diseases,  in  which  cases  means  have  been  found  by 
friends  of  the  patients  to  provide  private  medical  attendance  at  their 
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homes.  Eye  and  ear  cases  have  been  directed  to  the  places  for  proper 
treatment,  and  a  few  cases  have  been  provided  for  on  the  Boston 
Floating  Hospital.  The  success  of  the  good  work  done  is  due  to  the 
faithful  attendance  cheerfully  rendered  of  the  staff  of  visiting  physi¬ 
cians  and  to  the  devotion  and  activity  of  Miss  Bruce. 

The  outfit  is  very  much  in  need  of  a  case  of  modern  dressing  in¬ 
struments  for  use  in  minor  surgery,  and  of  a  head  mirror  and  ear 
specula  for  the  diagnosis  of  ear  and  throat  cases. 

An  important  and  somewhat  unique  feature  of  the  Dorchester 
Dispensary  is  its  close  affiliation  with  the  Dorchester  Relief  Society. 
The  agent  of  the  Relief  Society  co-operates  with  the  Doctors  by  fur¬ 
nishing  material  relief  to  the  sick  poor  wherever  found  advisable  and 
by  investigating  the  finances  of  apparently  well-to-do  persons  applying 
at  the  Dispensary  prevents  the  abuse  of  its  privileges  by  persons 
amply  able  to  employ  physicians.  For  a  fuller'  description  of  this 
feature  of  the  work  see  the  report  of  the  Relief  Society.
